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Cars of F ifty-Eight Makes on Exhibit for a Week in Madison Square Garden and Sixty-Ninth Regiment Armory-- |

EW YORK’S nineteenth auto- 
mobile show, which will be in 
progress during the coming two 
weeks, is a remarkable object 

lesson of the stability of the industry 
and its prompt facilities for readjust- 
ment so quickly after the commercial 
restrictions of the war period. The 
managers of the ‘*~w, with that op- 
timism which is sv characteristic of 
American business, have put on what 
{is virtually a double-header, in that 
the exhibit will continue for two weeks 
and will be held in two buildings, the 
Madison Square Garden and the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory, close 
by, on Lexington Avenue. 

The first week will be devoted ‘ex- 

clusively to passenger cars and the 
usual large variety of accessories 
which will be shown in both buildings. 
The second week, begixning Monday, 
~Feb. 10, will be’ the sommercial car 
exhibit of motor trucks and smaller 
@elivery cars. This is a new depart- 
ure for the New York show, as it is 
the first time that a distinct commer- 
cial car show, including a comprehen- 
sive variety of the leading makes, has 
eyer been arrauwged in this city. 

The signing of the armistice on Nov. 
11 made the show possible. The manu- 

_facturers of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, under whose 
@uspices the national shows in New 
York and Chicago have hitherto been 
held, very properly agreed, some time 
prior to the great allied drive which 
won the war for justice and human- 
ity, to postpone the annwal shows this 
year. With the rode return to 
peaceful conditions the New York au- 
tomobile dealers felt that they were 
justified in embarking upon the show 
venture. The same position was taken 
by the dealers of Chicago, so that the 
two big annual shows, with all of their 
national prestigé and many novel feat- 
ures’ added, are now being held in 
both cities. 

The manufacturers, notwithstanding 
the great disruption of nearly all of 
the plants, due to making munitions 
of war, have contributed royally in 
making the shows a success. Visitors 
to the passenger car show this week 
will find very little lacking as a re- 
sult. of the war’s curtailment in fac- 
tory production. With fifty-eight dif- 
ferent makes of cars, including all of 
the popular ones, representing well 
over 100 types of bodies, from the 
snappy roadster to the luxurious se- 
dans and limousines, there will be 
quite enough to hold the interest of 
the most exacting motorist on the qui 
vive for novelties and refined im- 
provements. 

The new things of the show will be 
whiefly in details, but it is improve- 
ments of this character both in neat- 


mess of body design and greater ease | 


and reliability of engine and machine 
construction. that make the strongest 
appeal to the individual owner who is 
his own mechanic eiher by choice or 
mecessity. The war has had the ef- 
fect of-making thousands of owners 
fairly expert mechanics, and their 
knowledge of cars, naturally leaning 
to those of the greatest simplicity, is 
destined to exert considerable influ- 
ence. upon designers in making the 
motors, gears, brakes and other parts 
readily available for repairs outside of 
the service station. 

The six-cylinder motor will be the 
predominating type this year. The 
four-cylinder. type will still be found 
popular, especially in many of the 
medium priced roadsters and small 
touring cars, and there will be about 
the usual number of eights, and 





twelves, two or three manufacturers 
making types of six and twelve cylin- 
der models for the same sized chassis. 
Braking systems will be found to be 
much improved and this also holds 
true with the wiring system, spring 
guspension and better accessibility in 
getting at the more intricate parts of 
the mechanism. There is also a ten- 
dency toward greater weight reduction 
and more is likely to be accomplished 
in this respect during the year The 
aéoption of overhead valves, success- 
fully instlled on several cars during 
the last two years, is growing in favor 
and next season will undoubtedly see 
em larger proportion of cara so 
equipped.

bDeing only 53 per cent. of that year, while the truck production increased 
from 128,137 to 227,251, or 7@ per cent. 

Automobile manufacturers are now returning to normal production, 
which will requiré several months’ time, and it may be that thie year’s 
production may not equa] the 1917 mark. There are now almom 6,000,000 
motor vehicles registered in the United States.

Increase of Over 1,000,000, Despite 
» . Low-Production _ 


Practically 6.090.000 ‘motor vehicles 
were in use in: the*United States by 
the firat of the year, as revealed by the 
autgmobile registration W the ‘various 
States.: The actua! total, according td 
the latest figures, was 5,945,442 vehicles. 
On Jari. 1, 1918, atatistics showed that 
this country had e trifle less than 5,000,- 
000—4,941,276 to, be exact, so that the 
increase during the last year. despite the 
war conditions, higher prices and the 
storage of many cars, was_ 1,004,176 ve- 
hicles, This, in itself, is a remarkable 
incucatjon of national‘economic strength 
under the many financial and personal 


war burdens. 

Increase in automobile registration Is 
an. evidence of a growing modernization 
of conditions and of the degree in which 
the wealth of the population is growing. 
Therefore, automobile statistics have 
eceme to be considered during recent 
years somewhat like iron and stee] re- 
ports, and if closely studied they reveal 
even more ‘interesting facts than these 
metallurgical statistics. 

Automohile registration in the United 
Btates during the war showed a gain, 





the rate of which rose until 1916 and 


1914, 40 per 
eent.: 1915, 38 per cent.; 1916, 50 per 
ecnt.; 1917, 39 per cent., and 1918, 20 
per cent. : 

An unfperalieled rise in the cost of liv- 
ing, together with a series of loans more 
stupendous than’ anything ever dreamed 
of in the history of finance, explains why 
the rates of increase fell after f916. It 
is safe to say that during the war very 
few automobiles were acquired as a mat- 
ter of luxury—though many taxation ex- 
perts were inclined to lean to that 
theory. Actual facts would probably 
show that the use of many passenger 
cars as a luxury was given up by their 
owners during 1917 and 1918, so that 
the motor vehicle actually gained im- 
measurably in importance as an essen- 
tial and necessary means of convey- 


ance. 
Bighteen States now show a registra- 


tion in excess of 100.000. New York still 
leads, the latest figures from Secretary 
ef State Hugo giving the State a total 
motor registration of 463.000. Ohio 
is a close second, having passed the 
400,000 mark during the year. Illinois, 
Pennsylvania. and Iowa have between 
800,000 and 400.000; California, Michigan. 
Texas. Indiana. and Minnesota, between 
200.000 and. 300,000, and Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Missourl, Massachusetts, Ne- 
braska. New Jersey, Oklahoma, and 
Washington between 100,000.and 200.000 
vehicles. Thus. five States in the West. 
eight in the Middle West, and one in 
the Southwest are ranged with four 
Eastern States as leading users of auto- 
mobiles. 

Reference to the registration figures of 
these States opens up the interesting 
question whether ‘country or city affords 
the better market. for the automobile 
trade. As against the argument that in- 
dustry is so much more profitable~than 
agriculture, how can this evidence of 
wealth on the part of our farmers be ex- 
plained. For, whether the cars be used 
for business or pleasure, they’ -must be 
bought and paid for in cash. - Thus, 
many a young fellow ambitious of ac- 
quiring and owning an automobile would 
realize his dreams more easily by tak- 
ing to the country. 

Using the automobile registration sta- 
tistics as an indicator of sectional 
wealth, it is interesting to note that two 
agricultural States, Iowa and Nebraska, 
have one motor vehicle to every seven 
State .- inhabitants. South = Dakota, 
Kansas, Montana, California, North 
Dakota, Arizona, Michigan, and: Minne- 
szota come next in order, with propor- 
tionate percentages of 9 to 12, and most 
of them are agricultural. The District of 
Columbia has a car to every 9 of the 
population, but it occupied a unique po- 
gition during the war owing to the in- 
creased importance of the national capi- 
tal. e

®ecretary A. F. Bement brought out 
that $2,996,307.77 had been spent on the 
improvement of the highway during 
1918 even in the face of the manifold 
difficulties presented by the war situa- 
tion, an amount greater than expended 
fn 1917, and which brought the total 
funds expended upon the highway im- 
provement since the organization of the 
association. to $15,055,392.71. o 
“With the completion of many tm- 
provement: plans,” said Mr. Selfberling. 
“which have. been ‘awaiting only the 
ending of thé war for their realization, 
you will: see a completéd transcontinen- 
tal highway from’ New - York to San 
Francisco, marked for ‘every foot of fts 
distance, free to lawful traffic of all de- 
scriptions, improved in‘ such a measure 
as to enabie transcontinental freight 
transportation on @ definite schedule in 
all weathers, and we hope by that time 
under the supervision of the Federal 
Government and with its continued im- 
provement, maintenance, and beautifica- 
tion assured forever through adequate 
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records. During the first eleven months 
of 1918 the District of Columbia's reg- 
istration increased 89 per cent. while 
the other leading States made the fol- 
lowing showing: South Carolina, 50 
per cent.; New Jersey, 48 per cent.; 
Arkansas, 44 per cent.; Georgia, 41 per 
cent; Alabama, 40 per cent.; Maryland, 
39 per cent.; Kentucky, 39 per cent.; 


Oregon, 88 per cent.; Wyoming, 33 per]. 


cent. ; Idaho, 3I per cent. , 
The only ene of these States with a 
registration of more than 100,000 ma- 
chines: is New Jersey. Incidentally, most 
of these States are not among the ‘most 
progressive ones of the country. The 
reason for their enormous gain in’ .reg- 
istration ie probably to be sought tn the 
increase ‘of: their :-w ‘due. to military 
camps located in their borders, as there 
were important cantonments tn practic- 
ally every one of them. On the other 
hand, the ratio of vehicles to population 
has not improved nearly so much In the 
States which lead in absolute registra- 


tion. Their increased’ registration, how- |. 


ever, represents a permanént increase 
of wealth, not a mere form of war pros- 
perity. as the gains of the dozen States 
just mentioned. 

The automobile’ situation in America 
may be summed up‘as follows: 

The demands of the world war stimu- 
lated our manufacturing capacity; 

America’s entrance into'the war re- 
duced the use of automobiles as a lux- 
ury, but increased it as a practical ne- 
cessity; 

A strong healthy gain in~ motor ve- 
hicles was registered br those Stater 
which, industrially or agriculturally, 
contributed most to the conduct. of the 
war and its financing: 

Sporadic and spectacular gains were 
made ! territories affording extra large 
war profits. due to proximity of camps: 

While the use of unnecessary machines 
in cities decreased (relatively) during 
the war. the big farming séctiong carne 
to look on the motor vehicle as the 
means of introducing modern effictency 
and comfort into their work and life, 
until such States as Iowa and Nebraska 
own practically a car per family. 

It may be safely stated that the au- 
tomobile business fs certainly -not suf- 
fering from any kind of inflation or 
wartime superprosperity, but is entering 
the period of peace on a healthy basis, 
facing ‘mifllions of sensible users and 
prospective users of cars. The car has 
simply -hastened an evolution whereby 
the automobile is bourld to become an 
absolute necessity in the housetold of 
the nation, as the’ railroad'and the tele- 
phone have already become in the. past.

quota of sport and food.

No, matter. how great the cushioning 
qualities of the rubber, the ‘tire does 
not have time to’ accommodate itsélf to 
the irregularities. of the road, and. the 
destructive jolting caused will- be very 
costly.. An expensive truck’ can very 
swoon .be jarred out of commission by 
speeding. *

Proper Motor Fuel Must Give Efficiency 
and Economy---Differences in 
Grades Explained 


By DONALD McLEOD LAY. 


Although -the war is virtually over 
and gasless Sundays have contributed 
an interesting chapter to the ancient 
history of American motoring. patriotic 
owners will not readily forget the les- 
sons of economy and the efforts to ob- 
tain maximum efficiency accentuated in 
#0 many ways under war conditions. It 
may be timely, therefore, to point out 
the most important factor in the situa- 
tiom—the character and quality of the 
gasoline. 

On stopping to think the matter over, 
it is not difficult to realize that it makes 
@ very great difference in the amount 
of ‘fuel consumed by any motor car if 
the combustion which takes place in 
the cylinders is not complete. It means 
that a large proportion of the driving 
energy, or power, contained in an in- 
terior grade of motor fuel, which, by 
the way, is usually unbranded, is not 
utilized, but goes to waste. Instead of 
alging in operating the car, the imper- 
fectly vaporized, unburned portion sim- 
ply increases the severity of the wear 
ang tear on the mechanism, It forms 





the Rittman, Burton, and Hall pro- 
cesses. The methods of “cracking’’ 
gasoline are more or less complicated 
and may be summed up as based on 
the principles of pressure, decomposition 
by heat and distillation. 

Casing-head gasolines are obtained by 
condensing gases from crude oil wells 
under pressure. These gases are some- 
times passed through heavy oils which 
absorb the gasolines. These are then 
released by distillation. ‘‘ Casing-head ”’ 
gasolines are so ‘volatile that they evapo- 
rate too readily for commercial use. 
Thus they are almost always blended 
with’ heavier grades for use as motor 
fuel. 

When motoring first became popular 
a rapidly increasing demand was created 
for gasoline, which, up to that time, had 
a‘ comparatively small market. Motor 
vehicles multiplied so fast that refiners 
gradually came to a realization that 
commercial production of highly volatile 
gasoline on a scale sufficient to meet 
the demand was not practicable. There- 
fore they set about combining, or blend- 
ing, gasolines varying in gravity and

carbon deposits on the valves and in 
the combustion chambers and, in liquid 
form, ‘penetrates to the crankcase, 
where it increases friction and. reduces 
power by ‘‘cutting’’ the protecting 
film of lubricating ofl away from mov- 
ing perts. 

On the other hand, when the motorist 
rmuakés it a practice to buy gasoline pro- 
duced by a reliable refining company 
he may be sure of getting the best 
grade of motor fuel that is commer- 
clally practical under present condi- 
tions. He is certain of maximum fuel 
economy, provided-his carburetor is cor- 
rectly adjusted, and he knows that he 
f« keeping the proportion of waste to 
the minimum. 

Many motorists consider gasoline as a 
standard, uniform product. Bither they 
do not know, or they pay no heed to, the 
fact that, all over the country, the mo- 
tor fuel of today varies even more wide- 
ly in composition and characteristics 


than in price. 
It is because of this carelessness that 





having boiling points that covered a 
wide range of temperature. 

Naturally, both carburetors and en- 
gines have been gradually changed to 
meet these variations in fuel conditions. 
This factor, indeed, has exerted a very 
strong influence on modern engine de- 
sign, and has even figured to a con- 
siderable extent among considerations in 
car design. Hot air intakes, hot water- 
jacketed manifolds and carburetors and 
many other methods of pre-heating and 
otherwise facilitating vaporization of 
fuel have been prominent features of 
automotive engineering during the last 
few years. 

Frequently motorists have blamed the 
gasoline when the whole trouble was due 
to the absence of the necessary equip- 
ment for pre-heating the fuel before it 
was fed to their engines. 

Thus, most of the established brands 
of gasoline for automobile use now on 
the market are blends of various kinds 
and grades of gasoline. The manu- 
facturers aim to produce a fuel that

motorists frequently are induced to buy 
cheap gasoline, unsuspecting that infer- 
for fuel usually contains compounds of 
sulphur or other foreign matter. Such 
is the chemical constituency of these ex- 
traneous compounds that they break 
down under the intense heat and high 
pressure of the combustion chamber, 
forming acids, which, even in minute 
quantities, have an injurious effect on 
the engine and, besides pitting and 
otherwise damaging valves and valvé 
seats, they eat into the ‘piston metal and 
cylinder walls. 

As a rule, these deleterious results of 
combustion from inferior gasoline soon 
penetrate the crankcase, injuring the 
piston and rings on the way. When 
they mingle with the lubricating oil they 
cause disintegration of the ofl and for- 
mation of further injurious matter. 
Thus lubrication is impaired to a 
marked extent and friction, loss of pow- 
er and wear are greatly increased. 

Often kerosene is mixed with gasoline 
and sold for motor fuel. Such mixtures 
ghould be carefully avoided by the mo- 
torist who wants to keep his car in con- 
dition. 

Gasoline is not a homogeneous liquid. 
ft is merely a physical mixture of hy- 
@rocarbons, frequently covering a wide 
range of volatility. In other words, 
various parts of the mixture vaporize 
at different temperatures under iden- 
tical conditions. In this respect gaso- 
fine corresponds to crude oil, from which 
it is derived. Crude oil, also, is not 
@ chemical combination but a blend of 
compounds made up of hydrogen and 
earbon. 

Of course, crude oil differs in prop- 
erties and characteristics, as it is ob- 
tained from wells widely scattered 

ghout the world. It naturally fol- 
lows thet the gasoline produced from 
each orude retains the peculfar proper- 
ties of ite parent crude. For this rea- 
pon, meny gesolines, as primarily re- 
fined, are: suitable for use as fuel 
Is an combustion engine. In 
these it is. necessary to mix in

Natural ‘gasolines are those obtained 
by the first step in refining—heating

Pipes carry 
the gasolines into condensers, which are 
heept cool by water, where they reas-

These makes of gasoline are substan- 
tially uniform in character and proper- 
ties, subject, of course, to differences 
arising from varying refining processes 
used in their production. Then, too, it 
is possible to use much heavier gasoline 
in a motor car engine in the warm Sum- 
mer weather than in the late Fall and 
the Winter months. Refiners, as a rule, 
take advantage of this by regulating 
the character of their products accord- 
ingly. 

For successful use as fuel for an in- 


; ternal combustion engine it is essential 


that gasoline should contain enough of 
the more volatile grades to start the 
engine easily at normal temperatures. 
After the engine is running the heat of 
operation renders carburetion and com- 
bustion of the fuel much less difficult. 
The heavier components of such gaso- 
line, however, should not have exces- 
sively high evaporation points. If this 
condition obtains, these heavier ‘‘ ends,” 
as the oil men call them, are not vapor- 
ized in the combustion chamber, result- 
ing in impaired operation of the engine. 
When gasoline that is only partially 
vaporized is ignited in the engine it is 
never entirely burned. 

It is important for the motorist to 
know whether the gasoline he uses is 
entirely vaporized and burned in his éen- 
gine or is only partially burned, When 
the latter is the case the heavier con- 
stituents are usually forced down past 
the pistons, cutting the lubricating ofl 
off the cylinder walls on the way, The 
injurious effect of gasoline in the crank- 
case ol] has already been pointed out. 
Incidentally, when these heavier parts of 
the motor fuel are forced past the pis- 
tons they leave behind a generous por- 
tion of their large carbon content in the 
form of deposit on the cylinder walls 
and pistons. 

For some time, Federal authorities 
have been working toward standardiza- 
tion of gasoline for motor fuel with a 
view to regulating the character and 
quality of such products on the market. 
While creditable progress hag been 
made, no definite action has yet been 
taken in approval of-any particular 
specifications. The fact that gravity 
alone does not indicate the quality of 
gasoline has been definitely established, 
however. In some localities municipal 
authorities have adopted ordinances in- 





tended to regulate the sale of gasoline 
for motor fuel in their communities.

prohibiting the sale of gasoline which 
has been mixed with kerosene or other 
heavy oils. 

Comprehensive tests of gasoline qual- 
ity, of course, cannot be made without 
laboratory equipment, and then only by 
experienced men. There is a-simple test, 
however, that can be taken as directly 
indicating the suitabiilty of any gasoline 
for use in an interna] combustion en- 
gine. This test can be made in a few 
minutes by any motorist without ex- 
pense. It is conducted as follows: 

Into a smal] porcelain crucible pour 
about 30 c.c. of the fuel to be tested. 
Light it and allow it to burn freely till 
the fuel is entirely consumed. If only 
@ small amount of carbon is left on the 
side walls of the crucible, and the bot- 
tom remains practically clean, the qual- 
ity of the fuel is good. If the deposit 
of carbon on the side walls of the cruci- 
ble igs heavy and black, and if there is 
a thick black residue at the bottom, the 
gasoline is poor. There are, of course, 





any number of degrees of variation be- 
tween these two extremes. 

Primary considerations for judging 
the quality of gasoline and its suitabil- 
ity for motor vehicle fuel are the rela- 
tive ease of starting in cool. weather. 
mileage per gallon in ordinary use, 
heaviness or slightness of carbon de- 
gouts in the combustion chamber and 

egree of adulteration of the lubricating 
oil in the crankcase.

YEAR’S SPEED ARRESTS: 


Over 6,000 Motorists Exceeded the 
Legal Limit in New York City. 


According to records in Secretary of 
State Hugo’s office, a total of 5,266 per- 
sons were arrested for speeding in New 
York City between Jan. 1 and Nov. 1, 
1918. The fines aggregating from motor 
vehicle violations in the metropolis rep- 
resented $147,671. In default of fines 171 
persons were committed, 203 were not 
given the alternative of a fine, and 925 
got off with suspended sentences. 


Outside of New York City the report 
of the State Troopers shows that 1,669 
convictions were secured out of 1,(86 
persons arrested for violations of the 
motor vehicle law. Of the total arrests 
7,000 came from driving without proper 
registration plates, whfle 295 were ar- 
rested for reckless driving, and of this 
number 284 were convicted,

“The aero motor is likewise much 
simpler. In all types except the Liberty 
motor magneto ignition ts used. There 
is no battery ignition, or practically 
none, since 95 per cent. use the mag- 
neto. At the last automobile show there 
were only a few cars equipped with 
magneto. They have self-starter sys- 
tems and battery ignition. The air- 
plane engine has no self-starter. In a 
few cases it was tried, but I doubt if 
many are in service There ig no use 
The engine does 
not stall in the air. If it does—good 
night. It either runs or doesn't. ? 

‘Then the lubricating system is much 
more highly developed than in the auto- 
mobile, though some motor car builders 
are devoting much attention to this feat- 
ure lately. This is one of the elements 
of greater safety. It is not more oil that 
is needed, but a positive supply under all 
conditions. Oil must flow to the bear- 
ings no matter what the position of the 
plane may be, and in the Hispano-Suiza: 
and perhaps others the carburetor feeds 
gas and the lubrication works even 
though the plane be upside down for a 
considerable period. 

‘*T said that after 100 hours of fly‘ng 
service the engine is scrapped. It may 
be in exceptional cases that an engine 





may reach 200 heyrs. This dges nat 
mean that the motors are worn ont, but 
they are unsuitable for aftr service for | 
several reasons. They hegin te leesen 
up, as it ts called, and the aviator does |:

Incidentally 
there may be an anto engine which can 
stand 100 hours of full speed. full load 
testing, but k have yet to see ome.

BEAUTIFY ROADS BY TREES. 


State College of Forestry Will Plant 
Sixty-Mile Section of Highway. 
By PROF. R. B. FAXON, 

Btate College of Forestry at Syracuse. 
Believing that the problem of roadside 
planting should not be entirely set aside 
during the movement for a greater mile- 
age of improved highways, active steps 
are now being taken by the New York 
State Motor Federation and the State 
College of Forestry at Syracuse for 
the development of a planting , scheme 
for the section of the highway running 
from Syracuse to Utica, a distance of 

‘gbout 60 miles. 

It has been demonstrated by those in 
charge of the work that aside from the 
purely ornamental value of -trees along 
the highway, many practical benefits 
would result from their proper use. It 
is not generally realized that trees, by 
means of their shade during hot Sum- 
mer months, prolong the life of the road- 
way for many years, and road experts 
fn general are heartily in favor of this 
means for road protection. 


Due to the “emefgencies of war work | 


it was found necessary to keep many 
-of the highways which formerly had not 
been used for travel in Winter open and 
free from drifting snows. That a de- 
mand will be made for keeping these 
roads open in the future is certain, and 
in place of many expensive and un- 
sightly snow fences which now line,our 
more open stretches of highway it has 
been found that much of this work can 
be performed equally as well by the 
proper grouping of trees and shrubs 
along the open areas. More general 
planting of fruit and nut trees along 
the State highways will be recommended. 
For many years it has been a custom 
with most people to plant trees without 
regard to the ultimate purpose they 
would serve. Little thought has been 
given as to the most suitable varieties 
for planting, or that there might be 
sections along the roadway where it 
. would be of advantage to cut the ex- 
isting trees, and in this way make the 
roadside scenery more interesting and 
attractive. A closer study of the prob- 
lem, however, shows that we have two 
distinct types of roadside scenery. The 
first may be said to be where the trees, 
shrubs, buildings, and other objects that 
border the highway form the element of 
the picture, with the roadway as a cen- 
tral feature. Many ‘places along the 
veadside have no inducements whatever 
as to special attractiveness, and, in 
fact, the scenery may be of a decidedly 
monotonous character. It is in such a 
place that we may feel at liberty to 
plant acccrding to the so-called closed 


The second type can be used where the 
wide meadows, fields, and distant land- 
woaye compose the picture, with the 
peadside trees ‘as frames. Examples of 
this type may be found in many sec- 
Qiene of the State, where beautiful vis- 
tas could be enhanced by the presence 
ef suitable shade trees. In many cases, 
trees along. the highway form screens 
go as to break up the long stretches 
ef views along openings here and there 
which make more attractive the road- 
side scenery. , 

It is sincerely hoped that upon com- 
pletion of the plans sufficient appropria- 
tion may be secured from the Legisla- 
ture so that at least one section of the 
Btate highway may be fully developed 
and serve as an incentive to many other 

" pections to take up the work.

Training in motor me- 
chanics, however, which iricludes design 
and construction of automobiles and op- 
eration and repair of gas engines, is 
given under the auspices of the Pensions 
Ministry in a number of hospitals and 
achools. Canada, France, Germany, and 
far-off India also offer training in motor 
mechanics to their disabled soldiers who 
meed to learn a new trade in order tuo 
bedome self-supporting. 

As comparatively few men of th. ie@ Amer- 
fean forces-have.as yet been discharged 
from the army, cured of their wounds, 
and ready’ for training, one can hardly 
do more than speak of the plans which 
have been formulated for training along 
this line. That American boys have a 
Preference for the work as strong, per- 
aps, as that of their Canadian cousins 
is Known—those particularly who have 
had experience ‘‘ over there”’ as truck 
and ambulance drivers think naturally 
of continuing in similar work at home. 
For trained men, opportunities for em- 
ployment in repair and service shops in 
this country are almost legion, owing to 
the enormous expansion of the automo- 
bile industry in recent years. 

Bvery city, town, and village has its 
garage and repair, shop, and all over 
the country there is a great demand for 
akilled automobile mechanics. Recog- 
mizing the opportunities which the trade 
Offers to disabled men, who can make 
up for their physical handicap by 
Sreater knowledge, the Govérnment is 





. 


to compete with able-bodied’ workers and 
to command the prevailing wage. It is 
expected that the man’s previous train- 
ing and experience will be from six to 
nine months. 

The entire cost of this training will 
be borne by the Government and main- 
tenance allowances will be paid to the 
men while they are following the course. 


Already in some of the larger recon- 
struction hospitals in the United‘ States 
wounded soldiers during their conva- 
lescent period are kept interested, busy, 
and ‘cheerful tinkering with the fascinat- 
ing automobile engine. At General 
Hospital No. 9, at Lakewood, N.. J., 
and at General Hospital No. 2, at Fort 
McHenry, motor mechanics is one of 
the most popular courses offered. At 
Fort McHenry the men in the class have 
become so efficient at repairing and re- 
building the worn-out cars donated them 
that they have taken over the care of 
the ambulances and trucks in use at the 
post. Each man has an ambulance or 
truck assigned to him, and it is: his duty 
to sée that it is always in perfect run- 
ning order. 

Courses in motor mechanies are of- 
fered in a large number of convalescent 
hospitals in Canada, and the best tech- 
nical schools in the country in collabo- 
ration with the Invalided Soldiers Com- 
mission have arranged special classes 
for disabled men. At the Montreal Tech- 
nical School the instruction is divided 
into a number of courses, to each of 
which from two to three hours a week 
are given, supplemented by twenty hours

They are called upon to take the con- 
valescent to places of entertainment or 
for rides in the country. It is not un- 
usual to see a motor ambulance, in charge 
of two young women, come, smartly up 
to the curb in front of a theatre. From 
it emerge fourteen wounded heroes of 
The young women in 
charge see to it that their charges are 
safely escorted to their places, and then 
they are off again. One of the theatres 
gives a matinée for 2,000. wounded men 
every Tpursday morning, and every one 
is brought’ to the place by the women 
of the -motor_corps. Some: of the fair 
drivers are up at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing so as to be on their way to Pelham 
and other outlying points in time to get 
their convoys down to Broadway by 
10:30 in the forenoon. 

Owing to the mission on which they 
drive their cars, the women motorists 
have the benefit of precedence. The po- 
lice make way for them whenever pos- 
sible, and advance them along the line 
ahead of civilian traffic. In the many 
months in which this work has been 
done with such dispatch there has not 
been an incident in which a woman of 
the corps has abused her privileges. 
Quiet, self-disciplined and -alert, they 
watch their chances to get through the 
press of vehicles, and thereby they have 
won golden opinions from the police. 
The training which so many thousands 





ef women car owners throughout the 
country have received inthe motor 
corps organization cannot»but make for 
better traffic-and fewer accidents when 
the country returns to a peace basis. 
The dexterity and sureness with which 
women who have undergone this in- 
tensive training, and the nerve and self- 
control which they’ have gained have al- 
ready made an influence in New York 
City. The police are having less trouble 
in enforcing the traffic rules, as far as 
women are concerned, for the spirit of 
the motor corps has spread to women 
owners who are not members of the or- 
ganizations. 

Before the advent of the corps, there 
were few women who could disarticulate 
the bones of the cars, but there are now 
many of them who are doing well as 
mechanics. Some women have a 
greater mechanical bent than have 
many men, and there will be fewer 
heavy repair bills in future as‘far as the 
cars are concerned which are. driven by 
corps members. Hconomies in fuel have 
also been effected. 

Now, as to the question, ‘‘ What of 
the woman chauffeur?’’ The reflex ac- 
tion of the activities of the motor corps 
is to encourage her arrival. It will be 
only a few months before many of the 
units will disband, but the Motor Corps 
of America will not demobilize, but will 
train feminine civilian chauffeurs. It 
refuses to use any such térm as chauf- 
feuse. There are women whose fortunes 





rh , 
have been so altered by the war that 
the position of chauffeur would be at- 
tractive to them. Girls who have grown 
tired of the: typewriter, or the .counter, 
or of teaching, are likely to fifid their 
places at the steqring wheel. 

There is Sergeant Marjorie Cook, for 
instance, formerly of the corps, who has 
entered the ranks of professional chauf- 
feurdom. Every morning she reports to 
her employer, a wealthy woman, who 
lives not far from Fifth Avenue, and 
she drives her limousine in and out of 
the tangle of travel with utmost ease. 
The United States Marine Corps has a 
woman chauffeur for the 
command, a yeoman in uniform, who is 
one of the most expert drivers in the 


city. 

Driving an automobile for a livelihood 
fas its appeal In many ways to woman- 
kind, for the work brings the driver into 
the open air, and banishes many of the 
qualms and aches which come from liv- 
ing in steam-heated flats or under the 
glare of office Nights. Scores of young 
women have positions, mostly as drivers 
for elderly memoers of their own sex, 
to whom they may act as companions 
and secretaries as well as chauffeurs. 


Others take charge of children on jaunts 
about the city or into the parks or 
country. They become cicerones as well 
as chauffeurs. 

Many of the motor corps members 
have also driven huge lorries without a 
mishap, and it may that soon women 
of a stronger type may be trained as 
drivers of trade trucks.

Florida’ Growers Find Motor Cars

IN WAR SERVICE 





Cut Production by 1,000,000 Cars to 
_ Manufacture Munitions for the 
Army and Navy

President National Automobiie Chamber of 
Commerce. 

War, with its trials and tribulations, is 
‘ever, and the automobile industry is 
‘concentrating its attention on the imme- 
diate future—it is looking forward, not 
back. Evéry effort is being made to re- 
turn as rapidly as possible to peace- 
timé activities. Normally, the automo- 
bile trade is optimistic; it never could 
have grown to its present magnitude if 
‘manufacturers and dealers had not been 
Possessed of confdence in the growth 
and prosperity of the United States. 
During the past year circumstances over 
which the industry had no control, such 
&s the shortage of material, restrictions 
of the War Industries Board and the 
sudden suspension, curtailment and can- 
cellation of war orders, taxed this op- 
timism severely and for a time tended 
to convert it into pessimism; but this 
period, like the war, is drawing to a 
close. 

It has been remarked within the trade 
that ‘‘some guardian angel seems to 
watch over the automobile industry.”’ 
Yt is recalled that the automobile in- 
dustry was the first to recover its 
equilibrium after the shock of the finan- 
cial panic of 1907, that the National 
Automobile Show in New York, which 
cpened coincident with that crash on the 
Stock Exchange, served during the suc- 
eceding week to dispel the gloom that 
engulfed the industry and to restore a 
large measure of confidence in the busi- 
mess world. The shock that unsettl 
the world when the great war broke out 
merely jarred the automobile industry 
temporarily. As it dragged out its 
“weary length it’ bore more heavily upon 
Yt as foreign maykets were shut off by 
import prohibitions, increased tariffs, 

ck of shipping and high freight rates. 
am the production and sales of cars 
and trucks increased at almost an un- 
precedented rate until last year, when 
there was enforced curtailment. 

Manufacturers took advantage of the 
recent lull to put into effect improve. 
ments in car and truck modeis worked 
eut by their engineers during the year, 
to reorganize their distributing and 
dealer organizations, to feel out market 
conditions and forecast the future sales 
probabilities, and generally to clean 
house preparatory to a new start. Man- 
ufacturers are getting back, into produc- 
tion of both passenger cars and trucks 
more quickly. than might have been 


expected, urged on by the desife to pro- 











vide continuous employment of their 
Iarge forces of loyal employes, who were 
confronted with the, danger of being 
thrown out of work temporarily during 
the Winter as a result of suspension of 
war work. 

Most of the truck makers are running 
at nearly normal production—some, -in- 
deed, at anh increased rate over 1917— 
while a few big passenger car com- 
punies have been able within the last 
two months to get back approximately 
to their last year’s schedule; and others 
Lave attained to 50 per cent. or more 
of it. By Spring, if there are no un- 
toward developments, the industry 
should be running on nearly normal 
basis. 

With their usual optimism, the manu- 
facturers view present ‘unsettled condi- 
tions throughout the country and the 
civilized world as only temporary and 
look ahead to future activity and pros- 
perity in industry and commerce in the 
United States and in those countries not 
adversely affected by the war in Europe. 
This feeling is justified on the ground 
that world stocks of foods, clothing, tex- 
tiles, and all sorts of manufactured arti- 
cles and various raw materials are low 
and must be replenished, that building 
and highway construction have been 
largely suspended for several years and 
must be resumed, that railroads need re- 
habilitation, that the shipbuilding pro- 
gram will be continued, and that farm 
production must go on indefinitely at 
enormously stimulated rate. 


All such activity will call for increased 
and more efficient transportation, which 
means more general use of motor trucks 
and passenger cars. Foreign markets | 
that have been shut off by prohibitions 
against imports of motor vehicles, nigh 
duties, lack of shipping, and high freight 
rates will increase their purchases of 
American cars and trucks, which have 
won favor in fields where formerly the 
products of Europe dominated. Auto- 
mobile and truck makers are studying 
the export situation and laying plans to 
increase their foreign sales. 

Normally the production and sales of 
motor vehicles in this country increased 
at a rate of 40 per cent. a year. In 
1915 and 1916 the passenger car increase 
was 50 and 80 per cent., respectively, 
but in 1917 it fell to 17 per cent., and 
last year there was‘a decrease of nearly 
40 per cent. If the normal increase had 
been maintained throughout this four- 
year period the output last year would 
have been approximately 2,250,000 in-

stead of the actual production of 1,044,- 
754, and there would have beén built 
about 700,000 more cars than were actu- 
ally made. So there is an apparent 
shortage of that number of cars. For 
the year 1919 there should be a poten- 
tial market for 3,000,000 cars, but in all 
probability not more than half of this 
number will be produced. 

The used-car market has been pretty 
well cleaned up. Several hundred thou- 
sand automobilists who have got along 
during the war with their old cars will 
want new ones this season. Boys with 
the American Army who have learned 
to drive cars will feel they must have 
machines for private use when they 
have been honorably discharged and re- 
turn to remunerative employment. 

Hundreds of thousands of. women 
whose husbands, brothers, and fathers 
went into the army and navy became 
proficient automobile operators and 
will not be satisfied to ride as mere 
Passengers, but will want cars of their 
own, or will make use of the family 
| car. So it is probably a safe estimate 
| that there are half a million new candi- 
| dates for. car sales. 
| Money will get into more general and 
| free circulation as the Government ef- 
| fects settlement under® war contracts, 
as the military forces are demobilized 
and paid, and as public and private con- 
struction and replacement work are re- 
sumed. This will re@ieve the financial 
situation and put more money in the 
hands of individuals to spend as they 
see fit, or as judgment dictates. . The 
automobile has now demonstrated so 
conclusively its utility and convenience 
that more than ever the public will 
deem it a necessity. 

The country is aroused to the need of 
immediate improvement of the highways 
on a scale never before contemplated.

IDEAL: MOTOR NEEDS. 


Sir David Salomons of England Has 
Remade All of His 86 Cars. 


In discussing the post-war car, ‘Sir 
David L, Salomons, Vice President of 


the Royal Automobile “Club, gives as} 


many as twenty-six points which are 
worthy of spécial consideration, and 
these, ‘he considers, are only a few of 
those which go to-the make-up of an- 
ideal vehicle. His. experience, accord- 
ing to The Scotsman. of Edinburgh. of 
Dec, 26, undoubtedly warrants his con- 
clusions, for already he has possessed 
eighty-si xcars of most makers. What 
may be somewhat surprising is that Sir 
David is never satisfied with the car 
when it comes. from the maker. He pro- 
ceeds at once to rébuild and improve it; 
spending upon this delightful hobby 
of his no. fewer than three or’ four 
months before he’ ventures to risk the 
car’on the road. “It, is” thteresting “to 


find that he is not-a. believer in’ the PS 
disk wheel, but prefers the metal spoke. 


wheel. One would imagine that. his 
preference is based on the appearance 
of the car. The disk wheel does not 
appeal to the artistic sense; although 
it undoubtedly serves an important 
utilitarian object, continues The Scots- 
man’s motor critic. Most owner-drivers 
will approve of his desire that all pos- 
sible parts of cars should ‘be altered 
so as to enable them to be taken apart 
without special tools. Indeed, the 
chief aggravation of a car in these 
days is that scarcely anything can be 
altered or manipulated without particu- 
lar appliances. Simplicity of design will 
in the long run help toward this ce- 
sirable end. As an illustration of the 
perfection of workmanship on one car, 
of which Sir David Salomons speaks 
with favor, he mentions that the dif- 
ferential bevel wheels are run by four 
small bevel wheels upon a cross. If the 


pins. of the cross are oiled the wheels 
cannot be put on; that is, the work 
must be to at least one ten-thousandth 
of an inch. The wheels must be put on 
dry, and oiled afterward. Such per- 
fection of workmanship ought to be 
common to every motor car factory in 
these days when gun mountings anda 
shell cases have had to be turned out 
by the thousands with equal accu- 
racy. 





Auto Tax for Oklahoma Roads.

‘I 
think most motor car drivers try to ex- 
ercise care and obey the laws designed 
to safeguard them as well as the pub- 
lic. Every sane driver, however, is 
afraid of the fast and reckless driver. 





We can reach the drivers, but we have 


no way “of reaching the pedestrians ex- 
cepc through education. It is through 
in yenave and that is the only way we 
cah reduce the number of careless pedes- 
trians. Legislation to meet the needs of 
New York must be carefully thought 
out, and when once laws are passed 
they must be rigidly enforced."’ 

One course that will bring about a 
better situation, in the opinion of 
County Judge Louis D. Gibbs of the 
Bronx, is to pass laws which will make 
it impossible for those with criminal 
records or those physically unfit to hold 
licenses to operate motor vehicles, These 
classes, he says, aré largely responsible 
for the growing list of accidents.

LOSSES ON THE INCREASE 


Careless Use of Matches Responsible 
for Over One-Quarter of the Total 
Loss of Property and Life. 


The Firé Insurance Committee of the 
New York Credit Men’s Association, of 
which Thomas A. Edison is Chairma 
has. prepared an interesting booklet of- 
fering valuable suggestions for fire pre- 
vention. The booklet is in two chapters 
and was originally prepared for the in- 
formation and guidance of the members 
of that body, but as the information con- 
tained therein is of such practical value 
anc presented so clearly and concisely, 
the association deemed it advisable to 
give it wider circulation. 

The first chapter, headed ‘‘ What to 
Do Before a Fire,’ advises property 
owners to provide themselvés~with fire 
insurance of a volume sufficient to cover 
any possible loss in companies approved 
of by the Insurance Department of the 
State in which the property to be in- 
sured is located. “As all companies ap- 
proved of by the State Insurance De- 
partments are: not of equal strength, the 
insurant must look well to the propor- 
tion of net surplus to size of the com- 
panies in which the insurance is placed. 
It states: 

‘See that the written, typewritten or 
printed forms, privileges, or stipulations 
attached to all policies covering on the 
same. property read exactly abike. 

‘* Copies of several successive invento- 
ries are of great help as corroborative 
evidence and two successive accurate 
inventories are invaluable in the ad@just- 
ment of a loss. Keep same in ‘some 
other place than where the property in- 
sured is located, 

‘‘ As stock increases, increase the in- 
surance in proportion, being careful to 
have “same concurrent with all other

In the instance of 
the 80 per cent. clause or the 90 per 
cent: clause it.does not mean that you 
collect only 80 per cent. or 90 per cent. 
of the loss, but having complied with 
the conditions of these coinsurance 
clovses, the companies are liable for any 
loss, large or small, to the amount of the 
policies, notwithstanding these clauses. 

‘“‘If stock insured covers under a 
blanket form in several different loca- 
ticns, and a distribution clause is at- 
tached to the policy, do this: See that 
insurance is carried of volume _ suf- 
ficient to cover the entire value of the 
stock. 

‘If both a distribution clause and an 
average clause or coinsurance clause are 
a part of the policy contract, the total 
insurance is first distributed to cover in 
eack. location in proportion to value, and 
ther the coinsurance clause applies in 
each of those certain locations on the 
vulue involved in each location. 

‘The ‘average clause’ and the ‘re- 
di.ced rate contribution clause’ are 
identical in effect with the coinsurance 
clause. This latter clause determines 
the proportion of the loss for which the 
company is liable, which is declared to 
be such proportion as the insurance 
bears to the whole value, to 90 per 
cent. of the value, or.to 80 per cent of 
the value. 

‘“The percentage is always given in 
the clause. Therefore, with a 100 per 
cent. value provision, the assured must 
carry a8 much insurance as he has 
value, In the 90 per cent. provision and 
anc the 80 per cent. provision he must 
carry an amount of insurance to at least 


ly of the value in order to recover the 
full amount of any loss up to the amount 
of insurance. However, the presence of 
the 80 per cent. and 90 per cent. pro- 
visiohs..does not prevent the assured 
from carrying insurance to full value if 
he wishes, and with the same effect as if 
the clause contained the 100 per cent. 
provision, In other words, a distribution 
clause makes a blanket policy of the 
same effect as separate policies on each 
section of the property just as soon as 
a fire occurs.” 

In the second chapter, ‘“‘ What to Do 
After a Fire,’’ valuable hints-~are given 
on what steps are to rp ieker in bring- 
ing about the -adjustnfént of the Joss, 
chief of which are the protection of the

In this 
main kitchen they are to employ chefs 
to. cook for the tenants just as they will 
en:ploy elevator boys to’ carry tenants 
to their ,floors. 

They plan to maintain. an adequate 
house service bureau, so that any \jhouse- 
keeper. may obtain’ any service .she 
wishes by.the hour. In this way the 
hcusekéeper may be independent of 
servants entirely if she chooses or she 
may keep house by doing that part of 
the work which is pleasayt for her and 
obtaining specialized maids to do thar 
which is drudgery to her. 

Many women_like to cook a dinner, but 
they do not enjoy washing disnes;-they 
may not object to making a bed, but 
they.dc object to cleaning-rugs, &c.. The 
hourly service’ plan makes it possible 
for her to pay seme one for doing what 
she objects to doing and cutting her cost 
for maid service in_less than half. 

To those who wish to keep but one 
servant there are added difficulties, for 
general houseworkers are hard to get, 
but under this plan one specialized maid 
may be kept and others obtained by the 
hour for any purpose whatsoever. In 
other words, each ‘householder has at 
his beck and ‘call the’service of a dis- 
tinguished chef and his assistants with- 
out. chargé, and any other specialized 
service from laundresses to butlers on 
an hourly charge basis. 

This plan has been very successfully 
worked out by the samie group of artists 
who built .up- the. Artists’ Colony on 
Sixty-seventh Street. . These buildings 
are all co-operatively owned, that is, ap- 
proximately. one-half -of the buildings 
are occupied by their owners, the other 
half is rentea for revenue.

VOLUNTEER HOSPITAL GROWS 1

Work of completing the building of the 
Volunieer Hospital, located at Beekman 
and Water Streets, is now under way. 
The foundation for the hospital, which 
was officially opened by Governor Whit- 
man in 1914, was laid for seven storjes 
and a! solarium, but due to war condi- 
tions’ only three stories. and the base- 
were completed, .equipped, and 
placed in service. The other four stories 
and a.solarium are now being added at 
a cost of $175,000. 

The hospital has been officially -as- 
signed a district by the city, taking in 
the territory from Beaver Street, approx- 
imately to Canal Street; west to the 
North: River and south to Chambers 
Street, to City Hall, down the east side 
of Broadway to Beaver Street. The 
three motor amkulances have answered 
4,000 calls a year, and during the last 
year. the dispensary gave 38,000 treat- 
ments to 14,000 cases. The services of 
the official, surgical, medical, and so 
cial staffs are given without charge.

From recent issues of The London Mu- 
nicipal Journal the following. practical 
instances of the outworking of British 
policy have been gleaned: 

Gainsborough Council has decided to 
erect 200 workmen’s 

Mansfield Woédhouse Council has re- 
quested its surveyor to prepare a scheme 
for 100 houses. 

Ripon ‘City Council has approved the 
plan prepared by the surveyor for the

Chester Rural District Council has ‘de- 
cided to put into operation a scheme ‘for 
the building of 150 cottages. ~ 

Rushden Urban Disttict Council: has 
prepared a. scheme for erecting 100 
houses. . 

Driffield Rural Council has sanctioned 
a scheme for the erection of thirty. cot- 
tages. 

Batley Town Council is to prepare a 
scheme for the provision of not less than 
300 .houses on sttes in the possession of 
the corporation. 

Evesham Rural District Council . will 
apply to the L. G. B. for sanction for 
loans of £9,800 for the erection of twen- 
ty-four cottages at Badsey, and £5,750 
for the erection of sixteen cottages at 
South Littleton.

Realty Men Suggest That Govern- 
ment Buy Land on Long Island. 


The Meal Estate Exchange of Long 
Island held a well attended meeting 
Thursday at the Café Boulevard. 

President J..W. Doolittle occupied the 
chair, and among other matters dis- 
cussed was the question of zone fares on 
transit lines in. the various boroughs. 
The association voted its approval of a 
system of zone fares and a committee 
was appointed to determine the limits 
of the five-cent zone. It was stated that 
at the present time it cost transit com- 
panies a fraction ‘over a cent to carry 
a passengeé a mile and that any haul 
of over. five miles at tive cents was a 
dead loss. 

John W. Paris puenlanaa that instead 
of offering soldiers farms in the far 
West the United States Government buy 
acreage on Long Island and sell it to the 
boys at cost on the installment plan. It 
was stated that there were 200,000 acres 
of land available for this purpose. that 
c@uld be purchased very cheap. .
